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Mrs. O'BRDSJ advised that after LEE HARVEY OSWALD left 
school she knew very little about bis activities. She and bar 
husband learned through news media that be bad gone to Russia • 
but did not know of his return until the Sumner of 1963. About 
July, 1963 Mrs. O' BRUM was visiting bar mother In Hew Orleans . 
vhen OSWALD called Mrs. KURRET and be brought bis Russian wife, 
vbo was pregnant and their small child, to Mrs. MDRRBT's boos .* 
for a visit of a few hours.
